company. This property. consis's of 30,000

WHO NOW OWN THE AIR-LINE ROAD 
| 


A Hunt for the Heavy Individuals Whose 
Purses Give Weight to the Pockets of 
the Ulyde Syndicate—A Magnifi- 
cont Home on the Deep. 


There is probably no influence so vaguely un- 
derstood, and yet ro important to us, as that com- 
prised in the terms, “the Clyde syndicate.”’

At 4 every afternoon he summous 
half a dozen friends—though the yacht can easily 
accommodate twelve—and going to the wharf

The family is now repre- 
sented in the business life of New York by three 
brothers, G. W.,E. w.and H. W, Perkins, The 
last named is a bachelor and the head of an im- 
portant brokerage house. He was a general in 
the federalarmy, and is the eldest of the three 
brothers. Thenextone, E. W., is president of 
ihe Importer’s and Trader’s bank, one of the 
largest, if not the largest, banking institutions in 
America. lis career has been one of almost in- 
credible success.

The Most Pavorable Report Yot Issued—The Fal!

WasHINGTON, July 16.—The reports from the 
white house to day are more favorable than at 
any time yet. If these reports indicate anything 
it is that the president will be comvalescent be- 
fore the end of the next two weeks. The im- 
provemeut has certainly been remarkable for sev- 
eral days, To-day the doctors unite in saying ’ 
that this has been the best day of a'l. The pres~ 
ident enjoyed a refreshing sleep last night and 
awoke this morning expressing him- 
self well satisfied with the situa- 
tion. His pulse was down to 9%, with. the 
temperature but little more than normal. The 
latter gradnally went down and on the issuance 
of the one o'clock bulletin showed a decrease to 
94 anda fraction. At the consultation of the

Bliss said: “For the first time I pronounce the 
great danger as athing of the past. Unless some 
serious turn should be taken, which, of course, is 
liable at any 1ime to be the case, he wiil soon be 
Officially pronounced out of danger.’’ It is not 
to be assume’, however, that the president’s 
recovery will be rapid, but it will be, ac- 
cording to Dr. Bliss, a slow and sure growth day 
by day irom this time forward. The doctors are 
unanimous in this, and they find no one now to 
dispute the ground oi their calculation. The 
president was not only able to take his customary 
allowance of rum and milk to-day, but this after- 
noon had a sandwich of raw beef. This, accord. 
ing to the attendant, he ate with evident relish. 
Besides this he ate his usual slice of milk toast 
twice during the day.

He is taking 
a still larger proportion of solid food with more 
relish than hitherto, and some old port wine has 
been substituted for the Tokay, its flivor being 
preferred by the patient. The febrile rise yester- 
day afternoon was less than on any day since you 
saw him. At7p.m.his pulse was 98, tempera~ 
ture 93, respiration 20. This morning 
at 8:30 pulse 90, temperature 98 5, respiration 18; 
at 6 p.m., pulse 94, temperature 984, respire- 
tion 18. Hereafter our daily dispatch to you will

The Doctors Say. 
W ASHINGTON, July 16.—Dr, Bliss said this af- 
lernoon: 
“There is absolutely nothing new that I can 
tell you. The president continues to improve 
and to be comfortable.’”’ 
‘Has there been much fever to-day?’’ 
‘*The fever which usually shows itself has been 
very slight. The president has slept a good deal 
during the day, and is doing very nicely.’’ 
‘Is there any change in the treatment?”’ 
“None. Weare giving him stronger food than 
before. He relishes it and is gratified when we 
give it to him, Except the administration of 
strong food, there is not the least change in the 
treatment. In addition to what he ate for break- 
fast, this morning, the president has taken a 
sweet bread and a little beefsteak. There may be 
a little fever to-night. The wound is dressed twice 
a day and the discharge from it continues healthy. 
The discharge precedes the healing. There has 
been no healing of the wound, and will not be 
until all the matter from it passes off.’’ 

“Doctor, when are you going to announce 
officially that the president is out of dauger?’”’ was 
asked, 

Dr. Bliss— ‘There are unforeseen accidents 

which may occur, and there is no reason for de- 

ceiving the public. That is why we will not say 
that he isout of danger entirely. He is booming 
right along, but that is no reason why we should 
proclaim that he is totaily recovered from dan- 
ger. ‘ 

“He is a pretty safe man,’’ said Dr. Barnes, in 

answer to a similar question. ‘‘The public 

should be given the facts. There is no reason, 

except the possibility of accideats, why it should. 
not be said that the president is out of danger.”’ 

Dr, Reyburn said: “The president has not a 
single unfavorable symptom. We not only hope 
for his recoyery, but we are now beginning to be 
sanguine of it,’’ ‘ 

1 p.m.—The history of the president’s condi- 
tion is to-day ‘almost a duplication of the record of 
yesterday. There has been a further reductioa of 
21-10 in the maximum temperature for 
the twenty-four hours, which indicates contin- 
ued abatemement of the afternoon fever and 
there has also been a steady improvement in the 
general symptoms. The patient ate the same 
quantity of roast beef this afternoon swal- 
lowing both juice and fiber, and took 
the usual allowances of milk, 
meat extractand wine. At 10 o’cl to-night 
he is sleeping quietly after a hypodermic injec-

On Wednesday evening the presideng and his 
son and, I think, United States Marshal Henry 
went out fora ride. The assassin took his pistol 
and followed them and waiched them for some 
time in hopes that the carriage would stop, but 
no opportunity was given. 

“On Friday evening, July ist, he was sitting on 
a seat in the park opposite the white house, 
when he saw the president come out alone. He 
followed him down the avenue to Fifteenth street, 
aod then kept on the opposite side of the street 
up Fifteenth uutil the president entered the resi- 
dence of Secretary Blaine. He waited at the 
corner of Mr. Morton’s late residence, corner of 
Fifteenth and H, for some time, and then, as he 
was afraid he would attract attention, he went 
into an alley in the rear of Morton’s resi- 
dence, examined his pistol and waited. The 
president aad Secretgry Blaine came out together, 
and he followed them over to the gate of 
the white house, but could get no oppor 
tunity to use his weapon. On the 
morning of Saturday, July 24, he breakfasted at 
the Riggs house about 7 o’clock. He then walked 
up into the park and sat there foran hour. He 
then took a one-horse ayenue car and rode up to 
Sixth street, got out and went to the depot and 
loitered around there. He had his shoes blacked, 
engaged the hackman for $2 to take him to the 
jail, went into the water closet, and took his 
pistol out of his hip-pocket and wun- 
wrapped the paper from around it which 
he had put there for the purpose of prevent- 
ing the perspiration from his body dampening 
the powder. He examined his pistol carefully, 
tried the trigger, and then returned and took a 
seat in the ladies’ waiting-room, and as soon as 
the president entered advanced behind him and 
fired two shots. ‘These facts, I think, can be re- 
lied upon as accurate, and I give them to the pub- 
lic to contradict certain false rumors in connec 
tion with this most atrocious of atrocious crimes.”’

We bad a ‘good old fashioned country 
dance last night an!dont feel any worse 
this morning for it, We had young people 


and middle aged people,and old people,and 
those of us who didn't trip iton the light 
fantastic toe, sat in the broad piezza and 
talked and looked on and enjoyed our 
selves all the same as we used to when the 
gush acd vigorof youth was upon us 
What a blessed thing it is that kind 
nature takes away our desires for frolic and 
gayety as we grow old and begin to wear 
the sere and yellow leaf. I don’t care 
dance now that the spring iu my extremi 
ties is gone and there's lead in my shoes, 
and I don’t lement that old age is creeping 
on me, for I have many new pleasures, and 
one of them is to look on and see other peo 
ple happy. Enjoy your day, whether it be 
in youth or old age; enjoy every day, make 
the most of it; get all out of life you can. 
It won’t pay to be always hankering after 
something, or grieving over troubles that 
haven’t come,and may never come. I 
know people who let the dark side of life 
cheat 'em out of every day’s happiness, who 
ponder and fret over little tronSles until 
they swell up like dried apples and get to 
be big ones, and they can’t eat or sleep in 
any peace 

Life to them is a grindstone, and the grit 
of it is always cutting away little by little 
until there's nothing left. Hnjoy the day; 
get some good vut of it, even it it’s nothiug 
but contentment for good health And being 
out of jail. An old gentleman of three 
score yearsand ten was here last night— 
came five or six miles just to see the young 
people happy—and he was as bright as the 
full moon, and it was a pleasure to see him 
and listen to him discourse upon life and 
how to live and how to farm, and so on. 
He’s seen trouble enough, goodness knows, 
but he never took it to heart or surrendered 
his manhood. He was burnt up and dug 
up by the war and lost bis niggers and cattle 
and everything else nearly, but he picked 
his flint and tried it again, and has set a 
cheerful and wholesome example to his 
nabors. I wish the’ farmers of Cherokee 
Georgia could hear him compare grass and 
clover w th cotton. Why, hesays he never 
knew such a country for clover; that it 
beats Virginia and Kentucky; for it de 
clines and runs out there in four or five 
years, and you have to seed down again; 
but here it never dies and you can’t kill it 
nor get rid of it, and if you will feed your 
stock on it and scatter your barn-yard ma 
nures, it will get all over the plantation in 
spite of you, and it will keep up your land, 
and an acre of it will make you twice as 
much as an acre of cotton aud with half 
the labor, and all we want is convenient 
and cheap hay presses, and you then 
can put it away in less room, 
and before the winter is over you can get 
thirty dojliars a ton for it, and one acre wil! 
make two tons irom the first cutting and 
the second will make you four bushels of 
seed worth $7 a bushel, or you can save i! 
for your cows, asit don’t salivate horned 
cattle. Well, now, there are people right 
here who don’t believe that because they 
never tried it. They don’t believe this is a 
clover or grasscountry. Mr. Fontaine sowed 
some clover hereon my farm seven years 
ago, and he let some of it grow and some 
he turned under. I’ve been cutting the 
first twice every year, and Jt's as good now 
as it was four years ago, and that he turned 
under. h :in wheat andin corn succes 
sively uniil last year I found it wanted a 
chance to grow, and I let it come, and we 
mowed five acres of it this year, and it’s as 
thick and heavy as any first-class crop. 
Last year J manured a sweet 
potatoe patch of thin gray land 
with the barn yard scrapings, and 
after the crop was gathe red wec ross plowed 
itand let it alone for this year’s crop, and 
the clover came up this spring all over it as 
thick as dog fennel. It is the easiest thing 
propagated lever saw after a man gets a 
start. I said toa nabor last night, “wh 
don’t you put that three acre piece of lar %

It would bring splendid clover?” 
he said, ‘“‘Wel), Ihave no doubt it 
would, and I wish I had doue it three years 
Ago, but it brings such fine ¢otton that | 
hate to lose acrop.’’ That’s the trouble 
with our people—they cant wait. They 
can’t wait three or four years on peaches, 
and app! e3, and ; grapes, and therefore they 
lon’t have. but jittle fruit in the country 
Hade nt we better look ahead a little, and if 
we cant putin but one acre in clover, put 
in that much—get a start, and it will keep 
‘preading every year. This country ought 
to be full of hay to sell. My old Virginia 
friend says he came to Georgia eighteen 
years ago and sowed down fifteen acres the 
next year, and it is good clover yet, and has 
never been renewed. Two good mules and 
two hands can run a hundred-secre farm in 
clover, and timothy, and wheat, and corn 
ind oats, but it will take five mules and 
five hands to-run it with half of it in cot- 
on, and not make half as much profit. 
fhe fact is, it is just as Tom Howard said, 
more than half of our work on the average 
iarm goes to feed the stock. 
Excuse me for repeati: B things, but you 
see the most.of our peop'e are farmers, and 
if they prosper the state prospers, and it 
seems to me they are getting behind, and 
have got all their eggs in one basket, and 
the more cotton they make the less 
they- will get for it, and 
may be if youand Judge Henderson keep 
ling-donging after em they will pause and, 
reflect and change the program for next 
year. Then, again,we want a bettr system of 
farming. We want deeper plowing in prepar 
ing the land and we want the land harrow- 
ed and the clods mashed with a ro.ler and 
we want cultivator plows and grain drills 
and mowers and hay presses. One man 
and one mule witha cultivator wil] do as 
much work as four men and four mules, 
A man can’t compete with yankee farmers 
unless be uses their Jabor saving im ple- 
ments. If theland is prepared right in the 
early spring the crop is half made when 
planted. I am no model and have bad but 
ashort experience, but my farmer boy 
turned his land witha three horse plow 
and upheaved ita little deeper than it bad

As there is uo example of such an event 
in our railway history, we may awume that the 
difficulty ana danger are so press as to deter even 
the most daring criminals. The actual danger of 
murder and robbery is far less oa English lines 
than on American.”’ 


An Arkausas Story. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., July 18.—A dispatch from 
Pine Biuff to the Gazette says Arthur O’Connor 
shot and killed George R. Withers at one o'clock 
Saturday morn ng with a double-barreled shot- 
gun. Six buckshot penetrated Withers’s body. 
The shot was fired th bh the thin panel of a 
door in a house of ill fame. Withers was outside 
ihe door and not more than a foot from the muz- 
zie of the gun. The murdered man was a native 
of Alabama, and was about 25 yearsold. He 
been in this state siuce he wasa little child. 
United States Senator Withers, of Virginia, is an 
uncie of the deceased. _ 


DEATH OF DEAN STANLEY, 


A Sketch of the Life of the Distin- 
guished Charchmaan. 


Lonbon, July 17.—Dean Stanley died to-day 
of erysipelas. He was the son of the late Ed- 
ward Stanley, D.D., bishop of Norwich, and 
uephew of the late Lord Stanley, of Alderley. 
fe was born 13th of December, 1815, while his 
father was rector of Alderley, and resided there. 


Kducated at Rugby under the care of Dr. Arnold, 
he passed as an exhibitioner to Balliol college, 
Oxford, where he achieved a brilliant reputation, 
winning the Ireland scholarship, and taking a 
first class in classics, the Latin essay prize, and 
the English essay and theological prizes. In 1838 
he was chosen a Fellow of University college, of 
which he was tuto: and examiner for mapy 
years. Appointed canon of Canterbury, profes 

sor of ecclesiastical bistory at Oxford, canon of 
Caorist church,and chaplain to the bishop of 
London, he succeeded Archbishop Trench in 1864 
as dean of Westminster. He was also chaplain 
to the prince of Wales, and chapiain-in ordinary 
w the queen In 1s63he married Lady Augusta 
Bruce, daughter of the seventh Lord Eigin. 

Dean Stanley was one of the most accomplished 
and liberal theologians of the present age, and 
may be fairly regarded as the leader of the 
‘Broad Caurch’’ party. e has ac as the 
spokesman of the formidabie minority of able 
and enlightened clergymen who strove to get 
what they thought justice done to Bishop Colenso 
within the church, in the attempts to iutimidate 
that prelate ictosileace or retraction. In virtue 
of his literary genius, his solid acquirements, his 
manly sense, and his sympathetic and generous 
piety, he ranked among the most eminent and 
estimable of Christian teachers.

A TRAIN’S WILD FREAK 


By Whieh a Man Narrowly Escapes 
Death. 
A singular and nearly fatal accident occurred 
at the cotton exposition grounds about noon 
yesterday, in which a man named B.T. Myers 
wasixujured.

He was standing at 
the end of the car in asmall vacant piace, left so 
by the lumber, which did not reach the entire 
length of the car. When the men outside saw 
the train dashing in a headlong way toward the 
car they realized Myers’s peril, aud knowing that 
he did not have time to escape from the car, 
shouted to him to throw himse:f fiat on top of the 
lumber. There was barely room between the lum- 
ber and the top of the car, but be hastily clambered 
up, and had barely dome so when the runaway 
irain struck the carand smashed the end com- 
pletely to pieces. Myers escaped death, but re- 
ceived some slight bruises about the shoulder ard 
head He was compeiled, uowever, to quit work 
and went to his home. 

Things were cleared up and the train started 
out egaiu, but another accident oceurred. Just 
as the top of the grade was reached by the engine 
the train broke loose and again went on a wild 
rush down into the grounds, striking the cars 
that were standing still and causipg bo small 
amount of damage One car was thrown with 
great force from the track and knocked several 
pillars from under the building. No one was hurt 
by the last accident. ce
